FIRE AT QUEEN'S ROAD WEST. 
BOURTEEN LIVES ‘Lost. 

Yesterday afternoon a moat unfortunate 
disaster courted in Qnoen’s Road Went, 9: 
‘house being burned down. and fourteen lives 
lost, It was about two volock_when the 
alarm was givon that fire had broken ont at 
57 ‘Queen's Road West, afpaper snd fire- 
oracktr shop, and thé Fire Brigade turned 
out. with thelr. customary alaority and pro- 
ceeded to: the’ adeno of the fire, - Tho place 


wos well wblazo then, and although every | 


effort waa mado to check. the'progress of the 
flomes it was found to bo simply impossible to 
save the house, which was practically gated. 
Tho fire had-almost burned itedlf ont befora 
tho Fira Brigade wore apprised of the faut 
that none of the osonpants of the house bad 
.made good their exuspe, and olthongh it 
avemed hopeless to attempt to rescue any 
porson alive, Aho firemen, headed by Sergeant 
Witobell, sotto work with a will and left 
nothing undone in thoir attempts to ‘save the 
lives of the unfortunate people. By making 
a hole in the wall of-No. 69 Quaun’s Road, 
the firemen got upon the charred beams of 
‘the first floor, and there diccoversd nine 
bodies... All: tho while men ‘were work« 
ing amiongat thé débrii on “the ground thors 
and ultimately they succeeded. in reaching 
the basoment, where other eight persons ware 
found. It was most difficult to,reach those 
porsona, as the fumes from the gunpowder 
and tho. smoke from the burning paper made 
the work dupgerous for the firemen, Ser- 
geant Witcbell, who had Jed the way mort 
nobly, was.cvercome by the smoke,'and had 
to be carried out in a balf-suffocated 
state and taken to the Civil Hospital, Of 
tho cight.peraone on the bassment Hoor, five 
were beyond human aid, . but three were 
atill alive though ina very exhausted con- 
dition, and they alzo were sent to the Civil 
Hospital, Sergeant Witchell and the three 
Chinese are all reportad to be recovering, 
Tt appoara that the firs was caused by some 
fireworke which wore ignited at the door 
of the shop. A ctacker, or some such 
article found its way into the shop. setting 
on fire tha whole stock, and filling the 
place with overpowering emoke, ft is “oup- 
posed that some of the people who were kil. 
ed wore in tho shop and some in the base- 
ment floor. Finding the egress by the sho 
out off they: had rusbed downstairs, an 
wore puffocated thore, as there was no ather 
way of esvaps from the premises. It is 
more diffiouls to guess why the peoplo in 
the upper floor did not estape. “The 
only stair from the frat floor led into 
the shop, but ‘they might have exoaped 
by the front vorandab if they had 
been able to reach it, If it be correot that 
the only inenns of exit from the basement 
and first floore was through the shap on the 
ground floor, the moral this disaster would 
seom to point is that the authorities ought 
to ueo somo disorction in sanctioning plana 
for houses built on tho same principles,
